Machinery is King. 

"The King is dead; long hye the 
King," was the cry with which 
French courtiers proclaimed the 
death of one monarch and the ac- 
cession of a new one. Once we 
said "Cotton is King," then "Corn 
is King," now "Machinery is 
King." Evidences of the truth of 
this statement abound in every de- 
partment of human industry. Acs 
cording to reliable statisticians, 
one man and two boys can now do, 
with machinery, what required 
eleven hundred spinners to do a 
few years aero; cotton printing mas 
chines have displaced fifteen hun- 
dred to one retained; one machine, 
with one man, can manufacture as 
many horse-shoes in one day as it 
would take five hundred men to 
make by hand in the same time; 
one nail-machine takes the place of 
eleven hundred men, etc. An Aus- 
trian economist has demonstrated 
that the five million workers in 
Austria, all employed and provid- 
ed with modern machinery and 
methods could supply all the popus 
lation of that country (twenty-two 
million) with necessaries and luxu- 
ries by working thirty-seven days 
in the year, or by working one 
hour and twenty minutes each day 
for three hundred days in the year, 
and yet it. cannot be shown that 
machinery has lightened the work 
or increased the earning of the 
masses. Surely machinery is king, 
but shall it reign as the Bourbons 
did for the pleasure and profit of a 
privileged few, or for the good of 
all? How will the Twentieth 
Century answer?— Ex.
